During the Miners* Strike of *84 the Socialist "Workers" Party were not to be 
seen on any picket lines selling their rag. It is a well known fact that when these 
scum rear their ugly heads during a dispute that they are outsiders and that they get 
very, very little (if any) support from the genuine workers. One reason for their non- 
appearance is that they are afraid to participate in any act that openly links them 
with "subversive" elements who are considered a threat to the state and its status quo? 
i.e. this "revolutionary" group fear to take on the state openly. 

Another reason is that the miners quite simply did not want to see the S.W.P. 
amongst their ranks, spreading their vile poison. The S.W.P. fail to grasp the reality 
of the situation, that the miners are genuine Working-Class people. They have never 
known luxurious lifestyles, they have been aware of real hardships from their early 
years. Their families and friends have ties that go back generations. Hence any threat 
such as Thatcher*s dictatorship to crush communities are bound to stir feelings of 
anger that no Middle-Class Red, no matter how much he or she feels for the "Proleteriat", 
can perceive and understand. 

Those amongst the ranks of the S.W.P. which rant and rave about this injustice 
and that injustice, will never understand the real needs of the people. They do not 
want a bunch of limp-wristed students acting out their adolescent period of * rebellion*. 

Maybe the 1984 strike can be considered a mini-National Revolution. This is not 
a mere romantic notion? it is a warning that as the workers get trodden underfoot and 
alienated from the better-off, a whole uprising of the masses will be the inevitable 
consequence- with no place for any traitors! 

Those to blame for the Revolt are those who obey the orders of Thatcher and the 
Union. Those who open their eyes and take a look at what Arthur Scargill did, can see 
clearly that he betrayed the miners* interests. He took the money and ran. It was the 
easiest money he ever made. IF THE MINERS CARE ABOUT THEIR CHILDRENS* FUTURE THEY WILL 
HAVE NOTHING TO DO WITH SCARGILL AND HIS ILK IN THE FUTURE. While giving the impression 
(thanks mainly to the media) that he was the champion of the miners and. all down 
trodden workers everywhere, he negotiated with the government for the importation of 
cheaper Polish coal. 

Did you know that David Wilkie, the taxi driver wno was killed whilst taking a 
'scab' to work was an N.F./Ff.C. sympathyser. He supported the miners' strike and was 
merely doing his job. 

David Jones, the first miner killed on picket duty, was also an N.F./Ff.C. 
supporter. 



Recently we have witnessed much hysteria in the media regarding the emotive issue of the 
second home/holiday home fires. Far from getting the Ff.C./N.F. embroiled in an arguement 
of whether this activity is right or wrong, we*ve chosen to look into the symptons of why 
such activities occur. 

The 'Arson Campaign' began in 1979, so why have the politicians ignored this issue for 9 
years. The mass influx of the wealthy English business-type has seen a drastic erosion of 
the Welsh language, traditions and culture, in previously unspoilt rural-areas. In some 
areas of Cymru whole villages remain ghost-towns for much of the year as most (if not 
all) houses are holiday homes. 

Cymru is being marketed as a land solely in existence to cater for the wishes of the 
speculators. People ask 'Why don't the locals in the rural areas chose to buy the prop¬ 
erties?', the answer is a simple one? the prices are so astronomical tnat to the average 
Welshman or woman it is an unobtainable dream to own one. The miadle-ciass outsiders are 
the only ones who can afford them. 

'Meibion Glyndwr* (Sons of Glyndwr), the group who are responsible for the fires, have 
succeeded in their aim of bringing this problem to the fore, but the politicians have 
chosen to merely call the perpetrators names and slander them, without tor one moment 






taking an objective look into the cause of these acts. 

It is oovious that amongst tne rural population, Meibion Giyndwr have the support of an 
overwhelming number of the citizens- otherwise they would have been caugnt years ago 
(these people do not terrorise the people like the Marxist I.R.A. do). 

Such support was recently publicised by a prominent figure m tne Welsh literary circle; 
Mr. R.S. Thomas, wno expressed his admiration for those responsible and caused an uproar 
amongst our "respectable" political "representatives". One such politician representing 
the Conservatives chose to ignore the real issue completely and echoed the belief that 
all Tories hold:- It you have the money, you have the right to live wherever you want. 
They don't seem to care about the consequences! 

Plaid Cymru merely showed their ignorence by claiming Mr. Thomas is the "Welsh version 
of Jean-Marie Le Pen" who as we all know is a French reactionary right-winger to whom 
French racists (especially the Zionists) flock. Mr. Dafydd Elis Thomas (the fuhrer of 
P.C.) said this because Mr. Thomas voiced his concern at the mass influx of English 
speaking migrants. (N.B. Mr. Elis Thomas of P.C. is the person who said "Nationalism is 
evil"). 


Hopefully Meibion Giyndwr will put their energies into a political solution (and we 
would like to hear from them so tnat we can work towards this ), but until then and as 
long as all other political parties refuse to act upon tne causes, these fires will 
continue and unfortunately may lead to a death. On this suoject Mr. R.S. ihomas said: 
"What is the death of one person, compared to the death of a Nation?"

In both these partys desperation to halt any further decline in their membership they °imed 
their attacks on our Movement, but to .11 those viewers who witnessed that interview,those 
who hold the Cause for freedom de r to their hearts, both these ’respectable* Partys are 
nothing but a futile waste of time. 

So, our message is spreading further afield,and all genuine Welsh Nationalists are taking 
notice,every day sees a further erosion of our peoples self-respect, and more and more of the 

population are starting to doubt the legitamacy of the ’Britain is a Democracy’ claih, if you 
are willing to be a part in building for our Nation a decent future you belong in the NF.
